We had a lot of bridge work to do. We put steel 
stringers on bridge by Bob Young’s. Six stringers for this 
bridge 12 in. by 30 ft. cost 914 cents a lb. or $548.78. For 
the bridge by George Tattersal’s we already had 3 string- 
ers so only had to buy 3 12 in. by 28 ft. 914 cents a lb., cost 
$208.43. 


Had to get steel stringers to repair bridge by Walter 
Stevens’ place, cost $112.42. We double planked several 
bridges in the track which seemed to work quite well, 
keeps them from rattling and makes them stronger. 


We need more culvert pipe this coming year, didn’t 
get so much last year, used part of culvert money to buy 
stringers. Little over $2500.00 of the regular road main- 
tenance money was spent for repairs and supplies.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 
OF LYME TOWN LIBRARY 


One of the paramount aims of any library is to in- 
crease interest in books and to make them more available. 
Measured by that standard the Lyme Town Library has 
made great advances during the year 1953. 


The establishment of two branch libraries at Lyme 
Center and in the Chesley district has greatly increased 
the total library circulation and made the services and 
facilities of the library easily available to more members 
of the community than ever before in the Library’s his- 
tory. The Lyme Center branch, located in the home of 
Miss Gladys Gaylord, was organized last January by Miss 
Beatrice Buse, who served as its volunteer librarian during 
the year. The Chesley branch is supplied with books at 
regular intervals by Mrs. Charles Pike, who also assists 
Miss Buse in her librarian duties. Mrs. Pike and Mrs. Guy 
Brockway are the local members of the P.T.A. library 
committee. Mrs. Augusta Downs takes charge of the dis- 
tribution of the books at the Chesley School. 


A similar program of cooperation between the Li- 
brary, the School and the P.T.A. has existed for several 
years at Lyme Plain, making it possible for every pupil in 
the school to visit the Library once a week during school 
hours. The first four grades attend the Library on Wed- 
nesday afternoon when the regular librarian, Mrs. Ralph 
Miles is at the desk. During a special period on Thursday 
afternoon, arranged for the convenience of the four upper 
grades, Mrs. Albert Wood and Mrs. Jack Schriever have 
served as volunteer P.T.A. librarians during 1953. 


The increase in library facilities resulting from the 
expansion of library services is far larger than was an- 
ticipated by the Trustees. A total of 2000 book circula- 
tions, 1700 by the Lyme Center branch and 300 by the 
Chesley branch, which was in operation only three months 
in 19538, increased the total Lyme Library circulation 
nearly 25%, and reveals very vividly the extent of the 
need for just such a town wide service. The number of 
children in Lyme, who are using the facilities of the li- 
brary, is the greatest in history. This is due, no doubt, to 
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the fact that every child in the elementary schools has an 
opportunity to secure a book from some branch of the 
Library every week, either during school hours or directly 
thereafter. 


In this program of expansion, the State Library has 
cooperated by making additional books available through 
its Bookmobile service. In addition, a grant of State Aid 
funds in the amount of $300 was awarded to the Library 
in November, to further implement the program. These 
funds will be used by the Book Committee to purchase 
additional books with the assistance of State library per- 
sonnel. 


Gifts of memorial funds and books to the Library 
during the last year have contributed greatly to its in- 
creased service to the community. Beautiful and worth- 
while books on many subjects have been purchased with 
the Arthur Chesley, Maurice Hobbs, Stanley Weeden, 
Emmerette Pushee and Emma Aldrich Memorial Funds. 
An open house was held by the Trustees on August 30th, 
during which many of these books were on display, in ad- 
dition to the Louise Washburn and Ila Converse Memorial 
books and the records and player given by Nelson Gerry 
in memory of Sophie Gerry, which were previously re- 
ceived. 


Other accomplishments in the Library, less obvious 
because of their more routine nature, deserve brief men- 
tion. These include the completion of the lavatory, fin- 
anced by the Emma Aldrich Fund; the initiation of a 
special church reading program at Lyme Center, of which 
Mrs. Guy Brockway is chairman; continued cooperation 
with the Adventure in Reading Program at Lyme Plain, 
of which Miss Pauline Whittemore is chairman; improved 
newspaper publicity concerning new books and events, 
handled by Miss Dorothy Sears, publicity chairman; and 
work on several chores such as the inventory of books, 
clearing out of the downstairs room, lettering of non- 
fiction and mending. Special mention should be made of 
the complete up-dating of the card catalogue, a project 
which has taken two years and provides the librarians 
and the reading ppublic with a very useful tool. This work 
was carried out under the supervision of Mrs. Charles 
Demarest, the catalogue librarian. Mrs. Demarest, as did 
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all the others who have worked on the aforementioned 
chores, served in a volunteer capacity. 


On October 20th most of the Library Trustees at- 
tended the first state wide meeting of library trustees in 
Concord. Mrs. Marcel Sessler, chairman of the Lyme Li- 
brary Trustees, presided over one of the four discussion 
groups which were part of the program. It was felt by all 
who attended that they gained great insight into the 
duties and privileges of a library trustee and the part that 
a local library can play in community life. 


Although the record of the past year is one of growth 
and expansion of all the library facilities, the Trustees 
are keenly aware that there are many more avenues of 
development and many more needs to be filled. They 
would welcome suggestions at anytime concerning pro- 
grams already underway or others which might be initi- 
ated. The Book Committee, composed of Mrs. Robert 
Chaffee Chairman, Miss Pauline Whittemore, Miss Bea- 
trice Buse and Mrs. Alice Miles, librarian, would par- 
ticularly welcome suggestions concerning types of books 
or particular titles -which members of the community 
would like to have available in the library. 


For the convenience of everyone, the Trustees include 
a statement of the hours of all the branches in town. 


Lyme Plain—Wednesday, 1 P.M.-5 P.M.,7P.M.-9 P.M. 
saturday, 2 P.M.-5 P.M. 


Lyme Center—Monday and Friday, 3 P.M.-4 P.M. 
Chesley District — During school hours at the School. 


A report on the problems and achievements of the 
Library would not be complete without a mention of fin- 
ances and an explanation of the increase in the Library 
appropriation recommended by the Budget Committee 
for the coming year. This is largely a matter of bookkeep- 
ing. This year, as they do every third year, insurance pre- 
miums on the building and the contents in the amount of 
$218 fall due. The largest part of this expense, the in- 
surance on the building itself, has been paid, heretofore, 
by the Selectmen. Since it is clearly the responsibility of 
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the Library Trustees, it was thought wise to include it in 
their budget at this time. The remainder of the increase 
is accounted for by an item to cover the expense of paint- 
ing and repairing the outside trim of the building, a nor- 
mal maintenance expenditure which will not occur again 
for sometime. 


Since it is impossible to mention individually those 
who by their interest, gifts and services, have been 
“friends of the library’’ during the past year, the Trustees 
wish to express their appreciation to all who have made 
it possible for the library to improve its service to the com- 
munity, through their gifts of books, magazines, and 
memorial funds or their contributions of time as volunteer 
workers, regular, branch and school librarians.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 
I hereby submit my sixth annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Year in and year out one of the greatest concerns of 
the citizens of any of our New Hampshire towns is the 
school system. And this is rightly so. Parents of children 
are concerned because they want to be sure that their 
children receive the best education possible within the 
limits of the town’s ability to pay. The taxpayers are 
concerned about the rising cost of schools (as is true of the 
cost of nearly everything else) as this is reflected in in- 
creased tax bills. Pupils are concerned because they want 
to enjoy school and get out of it the things they will need 
for future living. It, therefore, becomes the complex job 
of the Lyme School Board to combine all these various 
concerns and produce the best possible schools within the 
confines of a limited and reasonable budget. The town of 
Lyme is fortunate in having a School Board that is truly 
interested in the affairs of its schools and at the same time 
is conscious of the heavy drain being placed on the home- 
owner and taxpayer. It has been a real pleasure to work 
with your School Board when they display such enthusi- 
asm for their task and such an understanding of the prob- 
lems involved. 


Personnel 


For many years, in fact ever since the end of World 
War II, you have been hearing about the problems in- 
volved in public education such as an overcrowding in the 
schools, a lack of adequate funds, old, poor, buildings 
which are too small, a diminishing supply of teachers and 
many others. These are all real problems some of which 
are more pressing in certain localities than in others. 
However, the problem of teacher supply affects every 
area. As everyone knows, throughout the nation, we have 
had a great upsurge of enrollment in the elementary 
grades. This increase will continue for years to come as 
more children were born in the United States in 1952 and 
1953 than any previous years in history. At the same time 
we have had the increase in enrollment we have had the 
supply of teachers remain about constant. Thus the old 
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law of supply and demand begins to function. If any area 
wishes to have good teachers it must raise the salaries in 
order to be in a bargaining position for those few teachers 
who are available at any given time. 


For the past few years Lyme has been very fortunate 
in its supply of teachers many of them live in or near 
Lyme and have no great desire to teach elsewhere (al- 
though several of them could easily obtain outside po- 
sitions if they cared to do so). A year ago we lost no teach- 
ers and last spring only one who had reached the retire- 
ment age. We were all pleased that Margaret Young, an 
experienced and capable teacher, was willing to return to 
teaching and fill this vacancy. 


Mrs. Estelle Nall Emery retired from teaching last 
June after having taught five years in the Lyme Center 
School. She had. a long and varied career in teaching high 
school, Normal School, art, rural schools, remedial work 
and Grade Schools. She really liked teaching and had a 
sincere interest in each and every pupil. She was loved by 
her pupils who wish her many long and happy years of 
retirement. 


Your teachers are interested in children and anxious 
to keep up with the latest improvements in teaching meth- 
ods. They do this in a number of different ways such as 
teachers meetings, attending conferences and conven- 
tions, summer school and extension courses, reading of 
professional literature and participating in the work of 
Nesdec. Lyme is now a full fledged member of the New 
England School Development Council which is an organ- 
ization of New England School systems devoted to the im- 
provement of education. Besides having available the re- 
search studies of this organization, such as a study of 
current teachers’ salaries in New England, they also par- 
ticipate in the activities of the organizations sub-center at 
Dartmouth. These activities currently are a consideration 
of some of the current research on elementary reading 
and a consideration of better uses to be made of the col- 
lege museum. 


General 


The state director of civilian defense requested that 
all schools hold regular air raid drills. Your School Board 
and I felt this would be too much strain on both pupils 
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and parents. However, in cooperation with the town civil- 
ian director, plans are being developed which will be ex- 
plained to the teachers but will not be put into operation 
until an emergency develops. 


The Zaner-Bloser handwriting system is now being 
used in all eight grades. This serves to provide a continu- 
ity and uniformity to the handwriting which is being 
taught and we already have seen a general improvement 
in school handwriting. This improvement should be great- 
er in years to come as the total effects begin to accumulate. 


As usual a large number of repairs were necessary 
this year. Many of these were relatively small items but 
in total they reflect the spending of a sizeable sum of 
money. There are always more things to be done than we 
have funds for. The heat at the Plain School is still un- 
satisfactory and will probably remain so as long as the 
present heating system is used. It is always difficult to 
heat school rooms properly and the problem is quite dif- 
ferent from that of heating an ordinary home. There are 
tremendous fluctuations in heat requirements in a school 
building. Doors are constantly being opened and closed. 
The heat from 25 or 30 bodies affects the room tempera- 
ture. A change in outside temperature is evident quite 
quickly in the school room. These temperature changes 
probably are responsible for some of the many colds the 
children have. 


The World accident insurance is now available to 
all Lyme school children. This is now offered to a majority 
of the school systems in New Hampshire. Under this policy 
the child is covered for any accident occurring during 
school hours, going to or from school or while playing in 
school sponsored athletics. 


As usual your P.T.A. has continued to give whole- 
hearted and enthusiastic cooperation to the school pro- 
gram. Such interest as this group displays in the welfare 
of young people is truly appreciated. 


Arthur E. Derby received a special citation at the 
New Hampshire School Board Conference this fall for 
being one of the few School Board members in the state 
who had served his community continuously for over 25 
years. 
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The School Board has been attempting for some years 
to find organizations or individuals in town that were will- 
ing to give special prizes at graduation. These prizes 
could be offered for a number of things such as the pupil 
(1) receiving the highest average (2) showing the most 
improvement (3) who was the best school citizen (4) 
who was the best all around pupil and (5) others. Anyone 
interested in offering such prizes should contact the 
School Board. 


In conclusion I would like to thank all those parents, 
teachers, custodians, members of the P.T.A., the School 
Board, pupils and others who have helped to produce 
good schools for Lyme.
